Senor Reveries, minister of finance in 
the Canovas ministery and the hero of 
the excommunication incident last au­ 
tumn, defended the memory and policy 
of Senor Canovas. 
Senor Canaiejas, editor of El Heraldo, 
replying, dwelt upon “The weakness 
aud vacillation of the government of 
Ut novas, which fostered Yankee bold­ 
ness.” 
The principal speech was delivered 
by 
Senor Romero y Robledo former 
minister of justice, anti leader of the 
Weylerite party, who maintained that 
America fostered the Cuban rebellion, 
aud “meant war from the commence­ 
ment.” 
Senor M orels policy of autouo-

absolutely erroneous. 
As for the Cu­ 
bans, he declared that they did not de­ 
airs autonomy; and as for the rebels, 
that they never intended to accept it. 
“The present conflict,” he continued,

Spain must now face her inter­ 
national enemy; and she should 
not 
waste a signal peseta to give the Cubans 
autonomy, which would be one step 
toward independence. The war requires 
the energy of all classes to defend the 
king aud the fatherland.”

Participators. 
Madrid, May 5.—Public attention wan 
centered again yesterday in the con­ 
gress (lower boose of the coiffes). Tho 
galleries of the house were packed, and 
many ladies were present. 
Several 
prominent senators occupied seats be­ 
ride deputies ou the floor of the cham­ 
ber. 
Senor Reveries, minister of finance in 
the Canovas miniatery and the hero of 
the excommunication incident lust au­ 
tumn, defended the memory and policy 
of Senor Caner*a?. 
Senor Caualejas, editor of El Heraldo, 
replying, dwelt upon “The weakness 
aud vacillation of the government of 
Canovas, which fostered Yaukoe bold­ 
ness.” 
The principal speech was deli re red 
by Senor Romero y Robledo former 
in 1 mater of justice, and leader of the 
Wi rlente party, who maintained that 
America fostered the Cuban rebellion, 
and “meant war from the commence- 
menu” Senor Morel’s policy of autono­ 
my he characterized as a farce and as 
absolutely erroneous. 
As for the Ca­ 
bans, he declared that they did not de­ 
sire autonomy; and as for the rebels, 
that they never intended to accept it. 
“The present conflict,” he continued,

kee*. Spain must now face her inter­ 
national emmy; and she should

waste a signal peseta to give the Cubans 
autonomy, which would be one step 
toward independence. The war requires 
the energy of all classes to defend the 
king aud the fatherland.”
